EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Response to Amendment 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect to 
claims 1 and 10, the prior art fails to teach or render obvious combining the pulses with the same 
carrier frequency in a burst; transforming the obtained signals from time to frequency domain, 
and deconvoluting of a spectra of the frequency domain. The prior art teaches deconvoluting of 
a frequency domain signals. However, none of the prior arts either singularly or in combination 
teaches the claimed system.
